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The booklet includes statistical data on univer- 
sities, colleges and technological institutes. 


The tables are derived from a variety of sources. 
Those concerning starting salaries were obtained from 
surveys of major national employers conducted in the 
fall of 1966 and the spring of 1967 supplemented by 
additional data submitted by placement and career 
planning offices. 


The tables on estimated graduations are drawn 
primarily from a survey conducted by the Higher Education 
Division of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and by 
direct contacts with the institutions concerned. 


The table on graduate enrolments in the sciences 
was developed from a survey conducted by the National 
Research Council. 


STARTING SALARIES 


Universities and Colleges 


The figures reported are, of course, mean rates, 
covering all types of employment for graduates of many 
institutions in a particular discipline. Rates for 
special fields of employment or for students with 
special qualifications, would naturally vary from those 
in the tables, 


In general, the pattern of starting salaries for 
1967 graduates has shown a considerable increase from 
that for 1966 graduates, Salary rates for 1967 Bachelor's 
graduates in honours Arts courses, for example, have 
generally risen by at least 10 per cent to slightly over 
$500, while those for Master's graduates in most Arts 
subjects are nearing the $600 level, and for doctorate 
graduates, nearly $800. Rates at all three levels in 
Science disciplines are slightly higher than those for 
Arts, although, except at the Master's level, large per- 
centage increases over 1966 rates have been less consistent. 


Bachelor's rates for engineers have risen over those 
of the previous year by an almost uniform rate of slightly 
over 10 per cent to the $580-595 range. Master's and 
Doctor’s rates have increased by an even greater percentage 
to the $670-700 and $875~-925 levels respectively. 


Rates in other disciplines at the Bachelor’s level 
have risen in almost all cases by at least 10 per cent with 
particularly large increases reported in Journalism, Law 
articles, Speech Therapy and Physiotherapy. Salaries for 
Masters of Social Work and of Business Administration have 
each risen by about 20 per cent. 


Technological Institutes 


The rates reported reflect certain regional variations. 
Speaking very generally, it may be said that the rates re- 
ported by institutes in Ontario weré on the average about 
$40 per month above the rates reported by institutions in 
other parts of the country, while in Quebec, the rates 
reported were generally $40 per month below. 


In nearly all disciplines, starting salary rates for 
graduates of technological institutes rose substantially 
from 1966 to 1967. The increases ranged from 4 per cent 
in Computer Technology (where the 1966 rate was especially 
high) to 22 per cent in Accounting. The average increase 
was in the nature of 15 per cent. .

TRALTEMENTS INITIAUX 


Universités et colléges 


Bien entendu, les chiffres mentionnés ne sont 
que des moyennes embrassant tous les genres dtemplois 
pour les diplémés d*une discipline particuliére. Les 
taux pour des. domaines particuliers de l'emploi ou 
pour des étudiants possédant une compétence spéciale 
seront naturellement différents de ceux du tableau. 


De facon générale, les traitements initiaux 
offerts aux diplémés de 1967 marquent une augmentation 
considérable sur.ceux offerts aux diplémés de 1966. 
Comme exemple, le taux de salaire pour les diplémés 
de 1967 du cours des arts avec spécialisation a - 
augmenté environ de 10 p. cent pour atteindre plus de 
$500 par mois, tandis que les diplémés avec maitrise 
dans la plus grande partie des cours approchent le 
niveau de $600, et les diplémés avec doctorat, presque 
$800. Les taux aux trois niveaux des sciences sont un 
peu plus élevés que ceux des arts malgré que, A 
ltexception de la maitrise, le pourcentage des augmen- 
tations sur le niveau de 1966 ntest pas aussi régulier.

Instituts de technologie 


Les taux rapportés ont montré certaines variations 
dtaprés la région. En examinant la situation, on 
stapergoit que les traitements rapportés par les insti- 
tuts de LtOntario, sont en général de $40 par mois 
supérieurs aux moyennes données dans le tableau pour 
le pays, et que ceux du Québec y sont de $40 inférieurs. 


ESTIMATED GRADUATIONS 


Universities and Colleges 


Tn estimating these figures, allowances have, in 
certain cases, been made in the totals for those insti- 
tutions listed for which information relating to gradua- 
tions was not available. Only those students studying 
at the main centre of a university are included in the 
estimates for that institution; those at affiliated 
institutions located elsewhere are not included. 


There is virtually no pattern among different 
disciplines in the change in the expected number of 
graduates in 1968 over 1967. Only about 10 of the 
disciplines listed show no increase (some of which 
reveal small increases), and the increases shown in the 
other 50 disciplines vary widely. Some of the most 
dramatic ones include sociology, economics, zoology, 
mathematics, and survey engineering. Geology and 
geological engineering and physiotherapy expect 
increases in the realm of 100 per cent. 


Graduate Degrees 


The tables concerning graduations at the Master's 
and Doctor's level, which appear for the first time, are 
of necessity less reliable than those for undergraduate 
degrees because the length of a graduate degree program 
is not as precise, and because the exact time that a 
thesis will be completed is difficult to predict. Never- 
theless, by using past patterns of graduations at each 
university and current or projected enrolments, estima- 
tions have been attempted. 


Technological Institutes 


In general, the increases are in line with the 
overall increase. Only one discipline shows a decrease 
worthy of mention. Civil and Survey Technology expects 
to graduate 335 compared to 420 in 1966. Among the 
disciplines which indicate increases, Air Conditioning 
and Refrigeration, Business Administration, Medical 
Laboratory, and Medical X-ray show the most significant 
changes. 


ENROLMENTS 


Universities and Colleges 


This table was prepared by the Department of Manpower. 
and Immigration from preliminary returns on a survey con- 
ducted by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, and from in- 
formation received direct by the Department of Manpower 
and Immigration from some universities. 


Since this table is a preliminary one, issued before 
the final production of the table by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, the data contained therein should be used 
with caution. 


The total enrolment has reached a total of 232,000, 
which is 26,712 more than in 1966, an increase of 11.5 
per cent. This increase would have been larger were it 
not for the fact that Laval University in its 1966-67 
enrolment figures for the first time excludes the first 
year of the affiliated Classical Colleges Baccalaureate 
degree. As a result, the Arts total for the province of 
Quebec shows a slight decline.

Universités et collages 


Nous avons parfois établi des proportions dans 
nos calculs lorsque nous nfavions pas de renseignements 
concernant certaines universités. Dans les évaluations 
pour une institution en particulier nous avons tenu 
compte des étudiants qui suivaient des cours au centre 
principal seulement, sans égard aux institutions 
affilées. 


On ne percoit aucune direction dans ics différen- 
tes disciplines pour le nombre de diplémés prévu en 
1968 en rapport avec 1967. Seulement dix des discipli-- 
nes indiquées montrent aucune augmentation, et 
ltaugmentation pour les autres cinquante disciplines 
varie considérablement; & noter surtout la sociologie, 
l’économie, la zoologie, les mathématique,’ et ltarpen- 
tage, La géologie et la physiothérapie prévoient une 
augmentation de presque 100 pour cent.

In general, enrolment increases for the different 
disciplines are in line with the overall increase, Three 
occupationally oriented disciplines show noteworthy 
percentage increases. These are Commerce and Business 
Administration with an increase of almost one third, and 
Secretarial Science and Social Work where there were 
increases of about 20 per cent. Engineering and Medicine 
enrolments declined somewhat even allowing for universi-~ 
ty of Sherbrooke engineering enrolments where information 
was not available at the time of publication.
